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THE COMPUTER 
CARD TRICK

In this trick, you 
"program" the pack to 
find the chosen card 
and make а “ргіпі-оші”” 
of it. 


chosen and returned, and cut the pack sev- 
eral times so the card is lost among the 
others. 

"There was a time when a magician had to hunt 
through the whole pack to find a chosen card," you 
say. "But now we use computers like everybody 
else—except that a magic computer is invisible. I 
just program the pack itself and feed in the needed 
information." 

As you explain, you deal cards off the pack, and 
each time gather them up and drop them back on 
top. "There are 52 cards," you say. "That's five and 
two." You count off five and two more. 

“Twelve court cards.” You count off 12. “Four 
suits: spades, hearts, diamonds, clubs." You deal 
off four. "And three kinds of court cards: jacks, 
queens, kings." You count off three more cards, 
and again put them back on the pack. 

You riffle the pack with a snap. “Тһе computer 
indicates the card you chose was the Seven of Dia- 
monds (or whatever it was)," you announce. Then 
you turn the top card over and show it is the chosen 
one! "That must be right. There's the print-out: 
Seven of Diamonds!" 

What you need: A pack of cards. 

The secret: A card you secretly glance at and 
remember is used as a “Кеу” to discover what card 
was chosen and to place that chosen card in the 
pack so that, in the end, it will come out on top. 

What you do: Shuflle the cards faceup. As you 
finish shuflling, glance at and remember the face 
card of the pack (for example, Two of Clubs). That 
will be your key card. 

Turn the pack facedown. Spread it between your 
hands and ask someone to choose any card. As he 
takes one, lift off all the cards above it and put them 
down in a pile on the table. 

After he has looked at his card, ask him to put it 
back, and tap the pile on the table with your finger 
во he will put it on those. Put the rest of the pack on 
top, which puts your key card right on top of his 
chosen card. Square up the pack. 

Now cut the pack several times by lifting a batch 
off the top, putting those down, and then putting 
the remainder on top of the cards you lifted off. 
This seems to mix the cards, but the key and 
chosen one remain in the same order. 

"There was a time when a magician had to hunt 
through the whole pack to find a chosen card," you 
say. As if to demonstrate what you mean, you pick 
up the pack and spread the cards between your 


Y SHUFFLE А pack of cards, have one 


hands with their faces toward you. 

Look through them, thumbing them from your 
left hand to your right hand, until you see the key 
card (Two of Clubs). The card directly to the right 
of the key is the chosen card (for example, Seven of 
Diamonds). Remember it. 

"But now we use computers like everybody else, 
except that a magic computer is invisible." Ав you 
go on talking, divide the pack by taking all the 
cards above (to the left of) the key in your left hand. 
Lift them off, gesture with them, and then put 
them back on the face of the cards that are still in 
the right hand. 

That leaves the chosen card second from the top 
where it should be so the rest of the trick will work 
out automatically. 

"I just program the pack itself and feed in the 
needed information." Close the pack and hold it 
facedown in your left hand. 

“Тһеге are 52 cards. Fifty-two is a five and a 
two." Counting aloud, deal five cards, one atop 
another, into a pile on the table. Then deal two 
more in a separate pile to the right of the five. Pick 
up the two, drop them on the five, and put them all 
back on the pack. 

"There are 12 court cards." Count aloud and 
deal 12 cards into a pile on the table. Pick them up 
and drop them back on the pack. 

"There are four suits: spades, hearts, diamonds, 
clubs." Deal four cards into a pile and leave that pile 
on the table. "And there are three kinds of court 
cards: jacks, queens, kings." Deal three more 
cards into a separate pile. Pick those up, drop them 
on the pile of four, and put them all back on the 
pack. 2 

At the end of all the counting, the chosen card 
will be on top of the pack. You already know what 
that card is, but you pretend to learn the name of it 
from the "computer." 

With the pack firmly held in your left hand, 
bring the tips of your right fingers down over it to 
the bottom of the front edge. Bend the pack up 
toward you and release the front edges so the cards 
riffle down with a snap. 

Кіе the pack twice, and then announce: “The 
computer indicates that the card you chose was the 
Seven of Diamonds (or whatever it was)." 

Pause a moment for your viewers to realize that 
you somehow have discovered which card was cho- 
sen.

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SWIMMER'S EAR

be thankful. This common infection, 
also known as "external otitis," can 
sink your summer plans. 

Even though swimmer's ear is not con- 
sidered a serious condition, the pain that 
goes with it can be severe. The ear canal 
will swell, and the outer ear can be very 
tender to the touch. A thick drainage may 
make it difficult to hear. 

What causes swimmer's ear? Bacteria 
that enters your ear tissues through a 
break in the skin. When you swim, water 
sometimes gets trapped in your ear canal 
behind a piece of wax. Your ear feels 
plugged, so you try to work out the water 
by rubbing your ears and inserting your 
finger. 
But that can nick or irritate your skin, 
giving bacteria a toehold. The first symp- 
toms of swimmer's ear are itching and a 
eeling of fullness followed by pain. 
you think you һауе swimmer's ear, see 
a doctor. He or she can prescribe eardrops. 
f the ear is greatly swollen, your doctor 
might insert a cotton wick soaked in antibi- 
otic drops. This brings the medicine in 
etter contact with the infection. 

Here are some tips from Edward A. Sta- 
sio, an ear, nose and throat specialist, for 
those who get swimmer's ear frequently: 
Regularly have a doctor remove hard 
wax from your ears. (Doing it yourself 
could puncture your eardrum.) 

е Keep your ears dry. Earplugs or a 
bathing cap will help. After swimming, 
shake the water out of your ears and dry 
the outer ears with a towel. 

* Apply special eardrops after swim- 
ming to prevent bacteria growth. You can 
buy such drops at a drugstore or make your 
own: Simply mix three parts rubbing alco- 
hol with one part white vinegar. А few 
drops in each ear after swimming should 
be plenty. (People with "tubes" in their 
ears or holes in their eardrums should not 
use drops without consulting a doctor 
first.) 

“Тһе cardinal rule is to leave your ears 
alone," says Dr. Stasio. "Even if they're 
itchy or feel full, don't rub or scratch them. 
That's what leads to swimmer's ear." №

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LAST OF THE 
WILD HORSES

Today there are fewer 
than 1,000 truly wild 
horses left. None 
roam free. 


ORE THAN 50,000 mustangs 
M roam the remote corners of our 

American West. We call them 
"wild" horses, but they aren't. True wild 
horses don't roam anywhere: They are all 
in captivity. And they number fewer than 
1,000. 

Sound confusing? It really isn't. 

Mustangs, the so-called wild horses out 
west, are actually feral animals. That is, 
they descended from domestic horses that 
got loose and learned to fend for 
themselves. 

Genuine wild horses, on the other hand, 
are truly wild animals, just as lions and 
tigers are. They are known as Przewalski's 
(prez-WAL-ski's) horses. 

Przewalski's horses differ greatly from 
mustangs. They have short legs, heavyset 
bodies, large heads, enormous noses and 
necks, and short, upright manes. In com- 
parison, mustangs seem long-legged and 
sleek, with delicate features and long, 
flowing manes. 

Mustangs are relative newcomers in the 
horse line. Przewalski's horses date back 
much further. In fact, they're the grandfa- 
thers of all other horse breeds existing 
today. 

But ancient as they are, Przewalski's 
horses descended from animals that are 
even older. They can be traced back mil- 
lions of years to a tiny, three-toed creature

that roamed the plains of what is now 
America. Slowly, the creature evolved into 
a larger, single-toed animal. 

During the Ice Ages, when much of 
Earth's water was locked up in great gla- 
ciers, a land bridge connected America to 
Asia. Millions of animals roamed back and 
forth between the two continents. Among 
them was the single-toed forefather of the 
horse. 

When the ice finally melted, raising the 
oceans and submerging the land bridge, 
the horses in Asia and America were iso- 
lated from one another. Slowly the Ameri- 
can horses died out, becoming extinct 
about 10,000 years ago. Horses wouldn't 
appear here again until Spaniards brought 
them from Europe in the 16th century. 

Meanwhile, the rugged little horse in 
Asia thrived. It lived on the plains of Mon- 
golia in herds that moved north and south 
with the growing season. Slowly, it devel- 
oped into the horse we know today as 
Przewalski's. 

Prehistoric man hunted horse herds for 
food and skins. About 5,000 years ago, he 
started taming the animal and breeding it 
for desired characteristics. As the cen- 
turies passed, this selective breeding 
resulted in the many types of horses we 
have today. 

Early man's use of Przewalski's horse 
didn't reduce its numbers much. But when 
man became a farmer, fencing off land and 
plowing grasslands to grow crops, wild 
horses suflered. 

Fences kept them from roaming. 
Domestic livestock competed with them 
for food. The horses retreated farther into 
the wilderness until there was no place left 
to go. Most died off. 

But then, a Russian army officer named 
Przewalski discovered a few of the wild 
horses still alive. He captured several and 
shipped them to the great wild animal 
reserve at Askaniya Nova, in southern 
Russia. From these few animals came all 
the true wild horses we have today. None 
are known to still exist in the wilds. 

In zoos and animal parks around the 
world, some 640 Przewalski's horses sur- 
vive. Fortunately, they do well. Babies are 
born each year. 

So, even though the Mongolian plains 
will never again feel the drumming of wild 
horse hooves, we can still see and enjoy the 
ancestor of our longtime companion, the 
horse. Ф

LIGHTWEIGHT HIKING 
BOOTS: 
ARE THEY FOR YOU? 


By Robert Birkby 


RANNY GATEWOOD WAS over 70 

when she finished hiking the Appa- 

lachian Trail for the third time. Not 
only had she walked more than 6,000 
miles; she did it in tennis shoes. They were 
comfortable and very light, and their thin 
soles let the trail tickle her toes. 

Many Scouts use lightweight hiking 
boots for the same reasons. They can be 
the perfect outdoor footwear. But they're 
not for everyone. 

Approach Shoes 

А decade ago, mountain climbers often 
wore ordinary running shoes for approach- 
ing a mountain. The shoes were more suit- 


able for easy walking than the heavy 
climbing boots they carried in their packs. 

Shoemakers decided that if that's what 
climbers wanted, they would make special 
shoes for them. The approach shoes that 
resulted look like heavy-duty running 
shoes. Good ones are durable and cushion 
the feet from rough ground. 

Trail Boots 

As approach shoes became more popu- 
lar, cobblers turned their attention to light- 
weight trail boots, still using designs and 
materials borrowed from running shoes. 
Commonly, these boots are made of nylon, 
have fairly thin soles and lack the steel 
shanks that help make leather hiking boots 
stiff. Many are waterproof and have lugged 
treads for traction. 

Nylon boots have several advantages 
over leather boots. The most important is 
weight. Even a few ounces can make a big 
difference on a long hike, for each pound of 
weight on your feet requires as much exer- 
tion to carry as about five pounds in your 
pack. 

Nylon boots are also very comfortable. 
Because nylon stretches more than leather, 
nylon boots fit better. Most importantly, 
they don't need to be broken in like leather 
boots do. Buy a good-fitting pair of nylon 
boots today, and you can hike 10 miles in 
them tomorrow with nary a blister. 

Finally, nylon boots require no special 
dressings to keep in shape, and they dry 
more quickly than leather. (Any type of 
boot should be dried only at room tempera- 


ture. Placed too close to a heat source, 
leather will crack and nylon will melt.) 
Drawbacks 

For all their good features, nylon boots 
and approach shoes do have drawbacks. 
Тһе greatest is the lack of foot and ankle 
support. Most leather boots are stiff 
enough to keep you from twisting your 
ankle on uneven ground. Nylon boots may 
not be. 

Nylon boots often lack midsoles, so on a 
rocky trail, you're more likely to get sore 
feet. Also, if the sole is molded directly to 
the uppers, you might not be able to 
replace it after it wears out. 

Nylon is less durable than leather. How- 
ever, some nylon boots have a leather toe 
and heel, forming a “hybrid” of leather and 
nylon that combines some of the best fea- 
tures of both. 

"Today's nylon boots can cost as much as 
leather boots, so you'll want to take great 
care in deciding whether to buy any. 

If most of your walking is around town 
or along smooth, open trails, and if you 
carry no more than a small pack, nylon 
boots may be just right. But if you tote a 
heavy pack, hike rugged trails, or travel 
through deep snow, leather boots are the 
better choice. 

Granny Gatewood spent plenty of time 
thinking about the shoes she needed for 
the Appalachian Trail. Do the same for the 
trails you hike, and you'll be as satisfied 
with your boots as Granny was with her 
tennies.%

THE DAY LAFAYETTE 
MADE THEM LISTEN

Though defeated in 
battle, the British 
refused to honor their 
American victors. But 
then a young French 
general struck up 
the band. 


and the end of the seemingly end- 
less Revolutionary War were in 
sight. 

On Oct. 17, 1781, after six bitter years, 
the American rebels and their French allies 
had captured the best British army in 
North America and its general, Lord 
Cornwallis. 

Тһе British had been trapped inside the 
small Virginia seaport of Yorktown by a

Swift concentration of land and sea forces. 
Pounded by artillery, short of food and 
bullets, their key defenses stormed, the 
redcoats had surrendered. 

Everyone knew it was a victory that 
would knock England out of the war. No 
one was more certain of this 一 or more 
happy about it—than the Marquis de 
Lafayette, the young French nobleman 
who had come to America as a volunteer 
іп 1777. “Тһе play, sir, is over," he wrote 
exultantly to a European friend. 

It was hard to believe. When the war 
began on April 19, 1775, no one thought 
the Americans could win. They numbered 
barely two million. England, the most pow- 
erful nation in the civilized world, had 
seven million. 

The British had defeated the French 
and the Spanish in war after war. Their 
fleets and armies seemed unbeatable, their 
wealth unlimited. For more than two years, 
France had delayed helping the Ameri- 
cans, afraid that England would grow 
angry. But several American victories, 
and volunteers such as Lafayette, had 
changed France's mind. 

Now, with the official papers of surren- 
der signed, the allied armies lined up 
on a road leading from Yorktown to a 
meadow where the defeated British were 
to stack their muskets. The French were 
on one side of the road. The Americans 
faced the French from the other side. 

Lafayette took up his post at the head of 
the American light infantry division, an 
elite outfit that he had commanded 
throughout the 19-day siege. 

For the surrender ceremony, the French 
had put on their best white uniforms. Their 
officers were aglitter with gold braid. The 
Americans had polished their muskets and 


boots and һай repaired their tattered blue 
and buff uniforms as much as possible. 

For a while everyone waited in silence. 
Then in the distance they heard the drums 
pounding a slow march and the band 
instruments playing a mournful tune. The 
British were coming. 

Soon the red uniforms were within the 
twin rows of the allied army. The Ameri- 
cans recognized the tune which the Brit- 
ish band was playing. It was an old English 
air, to which many songs had been written. 
A popular version was The World Turn'd 
Upside Down. 

That particular song was a good choice. 
Soldiers of Europe's most powerful king 
were surrendering to ragged rebels who 
had defied them in the name of a new 
idea, the liberty of free men. The mighty 
British were having to surrender to peo- 
ple they had scorned as their inferiors. 

For the first few minutes, as they went 
past, British soldiers kept their eyes riv- 
eted to the right, toward the French, away 
from the Americans. This was the Brits' 
way of saying that it was the French— 
fellow Europeans, officers and gentlemen 
—not the Americans, to whom they were 
surrendering. The British were implying 
that the Americans had contributed noth- 
ing to the victory. 

Lafayette immediately understood. With 
a decision that proved for all time that his 
heart was with the Americans, he snapped 
an order. А moment later, the light infan- 
try division's band exploded with a swoop 
of drums and squeal of fifes into their old 
favorite, Yankee Doodle. 

Asifona string, every British head was 
jerked around. And they stared, against 
their will, into the faces of their victors 
and ex-subjects: the Americans. Ф

Texas Scout Sends Clothes

Wolf 


Is the wolf a threatening beast with bloody 
fangs? Experts claim a lone hiker in Alaska 
is in more danger from mosquitoes than wolves. 


HE CALL OF the wolf is a 
lonely song, and I first heard it 
as it drifted down a mountain- 
side in the Far North. 
It came from deep in the 
throat of an old she wolf, calling 
her family. Halfway up the mountain, she 
sat on her haunches, her nose lifted to the 
cold gray sky. Time after time, her long, 
mournful call rolled down the slope in the 
sharp Arctic wind. 

We first spotted her from our fishing 
boat and went ashore to try for pictures. 
Then we discovered that she was not alone. 
Three small, furry pups were hidden by the 
dwarf willows of the tundra. 

The fat pups lagged behind their 
mother, but two of them dashed off, as we 
approached, and joined the female. The 
third one was temporarily confused by our 
presence and the clicking cameras. Then 
we moved aside and watched it also 
scamper up the slope to rejoin its mother. 
She stopped calling and led her little family 
beyond the ridge and out of sight. 

We were lucky. Most people will never 
see a wild, free-roaming wolf or hear its 
wilderness call. 

Long ago the voice of the wolf was heard 
all across North America. But the wolves 
are gone now from almost everywhere they 
once lived. 

Тһе Indians, living here before the white 
man came, respected the wolf. To them the 
wolf was a noble animal, and fathers told 
their sons to study the wolves, and learn 
from them. From the wolf, they could learn

to be good hunters and how to survive on 
the bounty of the land. 

When a tribe sent out a war party, the 
Indian scouts wore the skin of the wolf, 
because no animal was a better scout. The 
Indians believed that the wolf scouts would 
lead them to their enemies. 

But white men hated the wolves. They 
and their parents and grandparents had 
heard legends back in Europe about wolves 
attacking people. But most of all, the 
settlers saw the wolf as a threat to their 
livestock; because, as people killed off the 
buffalo and deer, wolves turned to eating 
cattle and sheep. As a result, the wolves 
were trapped, poisoned and shot until they 
were gone. 

Our fear of wolves goes back hundreds 
of years. As small children, we hear about 
"the big bad wolf” and the three little pigs. 
Or we read the story of "Little Red Riding 
Hood” and see pictures of greedy wolves 
with big fangs. Children in Europe and 
Russia hear tales of wolves chasing people 
in the dark of night. These are all scary 
Stories—and they are unfair to the wolf, 
because most of them are not true. 

Here is what is true of the wolf. These 
largest members of the wild dog family are 
powerful animals. A large, male gray wolf. 
may weigh 100 pounds, sometimes more, 
and stands three feet high at the shoulders. 
The female will weigh about 15 pounds 
less. 

Wolves are predators. They live on what 
they can catch and kill. Deer, moose and 
caribou have always been their natural

foods. But wolves also eat mice and other 
small animals. They eat ducks, fish when 
they can catch them, and sometimes even 
berries. 

One reason they can kill large animals is 
because wolves live in packs. Instead of 
traveling alone, as bears or cougars do, the 
wolves live and hunt together. Scientists 
call them “social animals." There may bea 
half-dozen wolves living together in one 
family. In addition to the parents and 
young, there may be aunts and uncles. The 
pack may have as few as two wolves or as 
many as 40, but six or eight is a more 
common number. 

In every wolf pack, there is a leader, and 
the others obey this wolf. Hunting to- 
gether, the wolves set off, trotting and 
searching for game. They seem to like trav- 
eling. Adolph Murie, a famous wildlife bi- 
ologist who once studied the wolves in 
Denali National Park in Alaska, knew a 
wolf pack that hunted over an area 50 miles 
wide. One spring, these wolves traveled 20 
miles every night to where a herd of cari- 
bou had their calves. They spent their days 
back at the home den lying around resting 
up for the next night's hunt. 

А wolf pack can bring down animals as 
large as the moose. This provides enough 
food for the entire pack. Often the moose 
will be old or crippled and might soon die 
anyhow. 

Тһе wolves chasing a deer or moose do 
not have to run fast. They may begin by 
testing the deer or moose to see how strong 
it is. The wolf can travel about 25 miles an 


hour, and can go on for hours until the pack ` 
wears the prey out. The wolves may run in 
relays behindstheir prey.

TOMMY, RALPH AND CHUCK 
all have one thing in common, and it's not 
that they are all part of the same school 
system. АП three, the shy teen-ager, the 
football hero and the popular teacher, have 
symptoms of a dangerous illness called 
alcoholism. 

Some of their friends might be surprised 
to hear this about Tommy, Ralph and 
Chuck. People who study alcoholism 
would not. 

Тһе old ideas about alcoholics are van- 
ishing. At one time, most people thought of 
alcoholics as ragged people who slept in 
doorways and begged for change to buy a 
bottle of cheap wine. Sometimes they are 
called “skid row bums.” While it is true 
such people may be alcoholics, they are 
just a tiny part of all those in our country. 
Some estimates say only 3 percent of prob- 
lem drinkers wind up on “skid row.” 

Alcoholics, especially in the early 
stages, more often look like Tommy, Ralph 
and Chuck. 

The National Council on Alcoholism, a 
private, nonprofit group dedicated to com-

batting the disease, estimated іп 1984 that 
10 million adults over the age of 18 are 
alcoholic. In addition, approximately 3.3 
million teen-agers 14 to 17 appear to be 
headed for trouble with alcohol. 

Alcoholism strikes all kinds of people. 
No matter how young, old, smart, rich, 
famous or powerful a man or woman might 
be, he or she can still become alcoholic. In 
recent years, famous athletes, actors, con- 
gressmen and writers have talked openly 
about their struggles with alcoholism. No 
occupation or profession is free of alco- 
holics. Even people in positions of great 
responsibility—airline pilots, doctors, 
judges and religious leaders—become vic- 
tims. If you know 10 people who drink, 
chances are good you know at least one 
alcoholic. 

At this time no scientific test can say 
who will or will not become an alcoholic. 
Some studies say children of alcoholics are 
more likely to become alcoholics than are 
children of normal drinkers. Other 
research seems to show that the bodies of 
alcoholics process alcohol in a way differ- 
ent from other people. Still other medical 
researchers believe a certain kind of per- 
sonality will usually become alcoholic. АП 
of these theories may play a part in this 
complex disease. Despite these clues, 
nobody can take a blood sample or a medi-

cal history and say, “This person has it; this 
one does not.” All sufferers from alcohol- 
ism discover their illness in the same way. 
First they begin to drink alcohol; then they 
start to have symptoms of the disease. 

Тһе chemical called alcohol has little 
effect on the lives of some drinkers, while 
others can be destroyed by it. It is almost as 
though alcohol were some kind of mystery 
substance, yet there is nothing much 
unusual about it. 

Тһе kind of alcohol sold legally in every 
state for drinking purposes is called ethyl 
alcohol. This colorless liquid is a chemical 
that has been part of various beverages for 
at least 2,500 years. Unlike most common 
food and drink, alcohol does not have to 
travel through the whole digestive system 
to enter the bloodstream. It can be 
absorbed directly through the stomach 
walls, as well as in the normal way in the 
digestive system. 

Once in the bloodstream, alcohol goes to 
work on the brain. At first, the drinker 
feels less concerned about how he behaves. 


ШШ 
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He talks more freely, perhaps laughs more 
and louder. He seems stimulated or 
“revved up” at this stage. 

He is not really stimulated. Just the 
opposite. Alcohol is putting to sleep some 
of his ideas about what is “ргорег” behav- 
тог. At this point, most drinkers say they 
are "feeling good.” 

Because it has this kind of effect on the 
brain, alcohol is called a depressant. In 
time, if a drinker keeps pouring it down, 
alcohol depresses other centers of the 
brain. А drinker's speech becomes slurred; 
he may walk stiffly or a little unsteadily. 
While he can perform tasks that he has 
learned, such as fitting pipes together, 
driving a car or using a word processor, he 
will make more mistakes than he makes 
when he is sober. A few mistakes in word 
processing may not be serious, but the 
drinker who drives a car cannot afford any 
mistakes. 

АП the time that alcohol is in the 
drinker's bloodstream, his body, mainly his

The ABZ's of 


Plastic Worm 


Fishing 


о one disputes the fact that the plastic 
worm is the all-time-best-bass-catch- 
ing artificial lure. Yet, it's surprising 
how many fishermen say they can't 
catch bass on the plastic worm, so 
they rarely use it. Let Uncle Homer 
tell you how to fish this unique lure so 
you can catch your share. 

Тһе reasons many fishermen fail at 
this method are 1) improper rigging, 2) inept pre- 
sentation, 3) inability to "feel' what the worm is 
transmitting, 4) not knowing when and how to set 
the hook, and 5) lacking knowledge of how to play 
and land bass. All of these will be covered for 
beginners, or in case one of them might be your 
problem. 

Proper Rigging: There are three types of fishing 
outfits which can be used for fishing the plastic 
worm: bait casting with a level-wind reel, spin cast- 
ing with an enclosed-face reel, and spinning with 
an open-face reel. Choose one and fill the reel spool 
with 10-pound-monofilament line. 

For shallow water, three to six feet, use a one- 
fourth-ounce slip sinker; for six- to ten-foot depths, 
three-eighths ounce; and beyond 10 feet, use one- 
half ounce. The bullet-shaped slip sinker will come 
through weedy cover, give you proper casting 
weight even into a breeze, and slide up the line 
when a bass tries to shake loose, thus diminishing 
its chances to throw the lure. 

Тһе popular hooks' sizes are 2/0 and 3/0 with a 
six-inch plastic worm. And the favored hookup is 
the Texas style. (See sketches on page 64.) This 
renders the hook weedless, and most of the time it 
will come through weeds, brush, lily pads, even 
tree branches. This is one of the reasons it catches 
50 many bass. You can cast it virtually anywhere. 

Presentation: You take advantage of its weed- 
lessness by casting it into the middle of all types of 
shore cover, because that's where bass usually are 
hanging out to feed. They are predators which lurk 
behind some kind of concealment, and when some- 
thing edible moves past, they pounce on it. 

Accuracy is a must. At times, missing the cover 
edge by a foot means you'll catch less bass, because 
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they will not leave their cover to pursue it. Practice 
in your yard at home, or out fishing, until you can 
drop the worm into a one-foot circle at 30 feet. 
Rarely do you need to cast farther than this if your 
approach is guiet. 

As you move along a shoreline, learn to cast the 
worm overhand, underhand, sidearm, any way you 
can move your rod tip, because it's part of the art of 
presentation. Soon you will be dropping the worm 
right on target instinctively, without thinking. 

How to Feel With the Worm: Once you develop a 
sense of feel, the worm/sinker rig will relay to you 
what type of bottom cover it is dragging over, such 
as weeds, rocks, brush, mud, leaves, moss, etc. 
Each has a distinctive vibration transmitted 
through the lure, up the line, and into your rod 
hand. Your success as a bass fisherman will be in 
direct proportion to your skill to feel what the lure is 
doing. 

Here are the fundamentals to remember. Cast 
smack-dab against shore cover, and as the worm 
hits the water, your rod tip should be in a high, 
overhead position. As the worm sinks, lower the 
rod tip to maintain a slight tension in the line. Never 
fish with a slack line! 

Ifthere is slack in the line and a bass sucks in the 
worm as it sinks past its head, it robs you of the feel 
which tells you that bass has taken the worm. With 
a slight tension in the line, you will learn to feel that 
sometimes gentle nudge which signals a pickup. 

If you keep too much tension in the line, it will 
prevent the worm from dropping vertically close to 
the cover. Instead, it causes the worm to "pendu- 
lum" away from the cover as it sinks. And the 
reason you want the worm to sink straight down 
past the cover is because bass will be there with 
just their heads protruding. The closer your worm 
is, the greater the chance the bass will inhale it. 

When, How to Set the Hook: Note the term "in- 
hale." That is what a bass does to a plastic worm. It 
doesn't attack it the same way it does a fast-wig- 
gling lure. Let me describe how a bass inhales a 
plastic worm, as seen on some remarkable, under- 
water footage taken by my friend, Glen Lau.

Will could see his breath misting frostily in the 
lamplight.

Fish 


Many and strange 
are the ways of the 
angler who is out 
to fool fish.

THERE ARE MANY usual ways for catching 
fish. But most fascinating are the unusual, even 
weird, ways of native fishermen who catch their 
shares of our popular sport fishes. They'll work for 
you, too! 

IN FLORIDA, there is a method for taking big 
bass, called jiggerbobbin'. Generations ago, some 
sly fisherman figured how he could excite, or goad, 
big bass into striking. He rigged a short, stout, 
10-inch cord to the tip of a 16-foot cane pole. 

His lure was a large, yellow, deerhair fly about 
three inches long. Attached to this was a 5/0 treble 
hook with a six-inch strip of white-bathing-cap rub- 
ber, about one inch wide, with a “У” cut making 
the end look like two trailing legs. 

His fishing buddy paddled him along a shoreline 
while he jiggered the tip of the pole in a rapid 
up-and-down motion, causing the heavy fly to bob 
along 10 inches behind. Hence the name jigger- 
bobbin'. And it requires a finely developed skill to 
do it properly. 

The trick is to get the cane-pole tip jigging rap- 
idly up and down about three times per second, 
beating the water with a “splat, splat, splat” sound. 
Тһе bobbing lure dances over the surface as it is 
jerked along weedy banks, in and out of pockets, 
and over submerged weeds. 

Тһе size of the bass, and ferocity of the strikes, 
will delight and amaze you. At first, you think what 
a crazy way to try catching a smart, old bass. But, 
Га venture a guess that more bass over 10 pounds 
have been, and are being, caught jiggerbobbin' 
than by any method using a homemade lure. 

А GEORGIA fisherman showed me how to catch 
crappies with a splatterpole. He had been fishing 
about an hour with no results and decided he was 
fishing where there were no crappies. And rather 
than roam around trying to find them, he decided 
to bring them to him. 

He picked up a long, stiff pole from the deck of 
his boat, and reaching out over the gunnel, he 
began beating the water to a froth, all around his 
boat. After a minute of this, he laid aside the splat- 
terpole and took his time hooking a minnow on 
each of his rods, affixing a bobber about a foot 
above the lure. 

Almost five minutes later, both bobbers were 


jerked under at almost the same time. He grinned 
and lifted in two crappies. He explained that 
thrashing the water surface with the pole makes a 
sound like a school of crappies tearing into min- 
nows. Crappies hearing this commotion came to it 
thinking they would get in on the end of each line. 
You could call splatterpolin' mess call. 

THEN, IN ARKANSAS, a catfish fisherman 
revealed a neat way to catch the bigger catfish. He 
called it juggin'. To the cap of a gallon, plastic jug, 
he bolted a screweye. To the screweye, he tied a 
50-pound-test line just long enough to reach bot- 
tom where he fished. 

His favorite spot was in the middle of the river 
below a dam where the current poured into deep 
water. He baited five hooks with chunks of smelly, 
rancid meat and let the current carry the jugs along 
with the bait just over bottom. He followed in his 
boat. 

When a jug began bobbing up and down, he 
would row to that jug, grab the line, and set the 
hook. Then he turned it loose and let the jug wear 
out the fighting catfish. On some drifts, he would 
catch a whopper catfish on each jug. Some of his 
bigger catfish weighed over 50 pounds, and he 
didn't own a rod or reel. He did have well-calloused 
hands! 

OHIO'S MAD RIVER has been noted as a good 
rainbow-trout stream since I was a boy. It was 
here, at Scouting age, a Scotsman showed me an 
unusual way to catch the larger trout. I had seen 
him fishing at the same hole numerous times and 
honored his spot by moving away from it as I waded 
past him. 

One morning he motioned me over and said, 
“Тизї want to thank you for being so thoughtful... 
and ask if you're catching any trout." I replied: 
“Ошу small ones. And you?" He pulled up a 
stringer with six beauties, all over 18 inches! 

"What are you catching them on?” I asked 
admiringly. 

"Small soft crawfish.” 

""That's what I've been using too," I said. 

"Ah, but laddie, yours aren't lightly salted like 
mine, see?" He doffed his tam-o-shanter and 
revealed about a dozen small, soft crawfish lying 
quietly on his bald dome. He winked and said: “Т 
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Big white

all is one muskie who 
figured out a nutty way 
to catch squirrels. 


see you have a full head of hair. Weel, you 
either will have to shave it off, or be patient 
until the years wear it off, before you can 
use my secret way." 

Tve never been able to use his trick 
because I still have a full head of hair! 

ONE FALL I was walleye fishing in Wis- 
consin and had caught six nice ones on a 
wood plug I turned out on a lathe. It looked 
and wiggled backwards like a crawfish, 
favored food of this fish. 

An Indian took a look at my fish and 
said: “Those are nice. What did you catch 
them on?" I showed him my homemade 
lure. He said, “ГЇЇ trade you one of my 
secrets for catching even bigger ones if 
you'll give me one of your plugs." I gladly 
agreed. 

The Indian said: "During the full moon, 
which is right now, if you fish a white plug 
over gravel bars, you will catch the biggest 
walleyes around. That's because, during 
the full moon, crawfish feed 24 hours a day 
and more of them split open their shells 
and crawl out in the soft stage. Walleyes 
know this and do most of their feeding at 
night. The white plug is easier for them to 
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see in the moonlight." 

He was right. That night my fishing 
buddy and I kept nine walleyes that 
weighed 63 pounds, following his advice. 
And it has worked over the years. If you 
know a good walleye spot, I suggest you try 
my Indian friend's trick. Oh yes, the best 
time period is from 10 P.M. until 2 A.M. 

WHITE BASS are popular game fish 
because they are found in many states and, 
pound-for-pound, hit harder than any other 
freshwater species. Here's a trick to 
remember for catching the lunkers, those 
weighing upwards of two pounds. 

White bass are a roving fish, moving in 
large schools in search of shad, their favor- 
ite food source. When they locate a school, 
they charge into it for a furious feeding 
binge. There are so many shad, the white 
bass go charging through them, slashing 
with jaws and tail, wounding as many as 
they can before the school disperses. Then 
they gulp down the wounded ones. 

Now here's how to catch those biggies. 
Being larger, they are wiser also, because 
they have been around longer. These 
heavyweights hang out below the school of 
smaller white bass and let them do the 
wounding maneuver. As the disabled shad 
settle toward bottom, they feed with mini- 
mal effort. 

So, when you see a school of white bass 
feeding, cast a silver spoon, or sinking lure 
resembling a shad, beyond the school and 
let it settle to bottom. Then twitch the lure 
slowly over bottom and don't be surprised 
when you get strikes so jolting they'll 
knock off your hat! 
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A WISCONSIN muskie fisherman told 
me this story about his favorite game fish. 
Muskies, as you may know, are supposed 
to be the smartest of all sport fish, because 
they are the hardest to catch. And muskie 
fisherman are so caught up in the chal- 
lenge, they will fish all year just to catch 
one or two. 

My friend said he had fished all morning 
without a strike, so at noon he moved his 
boat into a shady shore slot. As he took a 
bite of sandwich, he noticed across from 
him a hickory nut, lying on a sycamore tree 
root just above the waterline. As he puz- 
zled over how it got there, a chattering 
sguirrel above had noticed it too, and came 
down to get the nut. 

As the sguirrel picked up the nut and put 
it in his mouth, the fisherman was 
astounded to see a giant swirl from which 
erupted a huge muskie...grabbing the 
sguirrel and disappearing into the depths. 
With his jaw hanging down like a torn 
pocket, the fisherman sat shaking his head 
in amazement at the sight. 

Then, he saw another swirl; a huge mus- 
kie head emerged with the hickory nut 
between its teeth and carefully replaced 
the nut on the tree root. He swears it's a 
true story, but you know how fishermen tell 
tall tales. A muskie smart enough to bait 
for sguirrels? What do you think? 

Well, I know the rest of the methods are 
true, and if you'd like to add some zest and 
challenge to a day's fishing, try one or 
more of them. Oh yes, better check your 
state fishing laws to be certain it's legal, 
because statutes constantly change. Ф

Rafting the 


Nantahala 


N WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA, 
a noisy river cuts a lush, 1,000-foot 
gorge through forested mountains. 
Even during summer, the gorge stays 
misty and cool. 

Only around noon, when sunlight pokes 
through the rhododendron and kudzu (a 
leafy vine), can you see clearly the rapids, 
rocks, and tumbling twists that draw 
boaters and Boy Scouts here from all over 
the country. They call this river Nantahala, 
the Cherokee word for "river of the noon- 
day sun.” 

This part of North Carolina, sand- 
wiched between Tennessee, Georgia and 
South Carolina, is a Boy Scout's dream. 
Within an afternoon's drive, you'll find the 
nation's most popular national park: the 
Great Smoky Mountains; its most famous 
foot-trail: the Appalachian; and Mt. Mitch- 
ell, which at 6,684 feet is the highest peak 
in the Appalachians. 

Surrounding it all are thousands of acres 
of national forest, home to black bear, wild 
turkey, red fox and Russian boar. White- 
water rivers like the Nantahala abound, 
most of their flow carefully controlled with 
dams built by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, a federal agency that started a 
river-damming spree 50 years ago. 

But for Boy Scouts, one area attraction 
stands out from the rest. That's Camp 
Daniel Boone. This 400-acre Scout camp, 
tucked away in a 200,000-acre national for- 
est, is the highest Scout camp east of the 
Mississippi. 

Each summer, 2,500 Scouts come here 
to backpack, rock-climb, swim and earn 
merit badges. As camp director Jim 
Remine says, “We hope the toughest thing 
a Scout has to do here is to pick and choose 
what he's going to do next.” 

But of all the camp's activities, probably

the most fun is rafting the Nantahala. 

Daily during summer, a school bus 
loaded with Boy Scouts and inflatable rafts 
makes the 90-minute ride to the river. The 
ride takes them across the famous Blue 
Ridge Parkway and close to the Cherokee 
Indian Reservation. Living there are the 
descendants of Cherokees who escaped 
the Trail of Tears, a forced march west- 
ward in 1838 that left thousands of Indians 
dead. 

This July morning, though, a typical 
group of Scouts from Texas and Florida is 
thinking happier thoughts, anticipating the 
exciting river run ahead. 

Some have tasted white water befor 


б 


but most, especially the Scouts from flat 
Florida, haven't. “In Florida, we have surf- 
ing, but I've never seen a white-water river 
there,” says Jay Greene of Troop 114, Fort 
Lauderdale. Fortunately for them, the 


Nantahala's class II and class III rapids, 
while exciting enough for experts, are safe 
enough for beginners. 

Finally, after snaking down miles of 
twisty mountain roads, the bus reaches the 
Nantahala Gorge. State road 19 closely 
parallels the river, and on the way to the 
put-in, Scouts catch glimpses of the river 
features they'll soon encounter face-to- 
face: Pyramid Rock, Quarry Rapids, Dele- 
bar's Rock, Isle of Dumping, among 
others. 

At the put-in, river guides inflate the 
rafts in minutes using a portable generator, 
while Scouts and adult Scouters fit them- 
selves with life jackets and paddles 
unloaded from the bus. 

Then, before hitting the river, the rafters 
meet under a large maple to hear words of 
advice and warning. 

“Аз you can see, the river is covered with 
a blanket of mist,” says river guide Dave 
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The “river of the 
noonday sun" 
stays misty and 
cool even 
during summer, 
when its lush 
beauty and 
churning rapids 
attract rafters 
from across 

the nation. 


Krishock. “That makes it hard to see the 
rocks until you're right up on them." 

During the next half-hour, Krishock tells 
the Scouts everything they'll need to know 
to make it from the put-in to the take-out in 
one piece. That includes tips on position- 
ing paddlers in the raft, handling the pad- 
dle and reading the river. 

Of greatest interest, though, is what he ' 
has to say about falling out. “If you get 
separated from the raft, float facing down- 
Stream and keep your feet up high so your 
tailbone won't hit the rocks. And 
remember, never try to stand up in moving 
water, even if it's shallow. If you were to get 
your foot lodged in the rocks, the current 
could push you over and drown you. 

“Tf you fall down onto the floor of the 
boat, don't sit there contemplating the 
meaning of life," Krischock continues. 
"Get back up immediately before the raft 
hits another rock, or you might be taking a 
little piece of the Nantahala home with 
you." 

After such a serious lecture, the river at

The Scouts, however, start having fun 
the mirtute they hit the Splashing 
each other with paddles is forbidden, but 
no one says you can't drench e: other 
with your boat's bailer. 

Water fights occupy t outs for only a 
few moments, though, for they quickly 
realize that the river itself is going to 
demand all their attention. In its 8.5-mile 
journey from Nantahala Lake to Fontana 
Lake, the river drops about 49 feet per 
mile. That guarantees fast water, standing 
waves and haysta 

Of the seven rafts in the group, three 
have river guides in them. The others, a 
one guide jokes, are "unguided missile 

But in the first rapid, "Patton's Run," it 
is a guided raft—the one guided by Dave 
Krishock, in fact—that runs into trouble. 
The raft broadsides a fat rock and instantly

Local folks set up lawn chairs along the 
bank to watch, and there's usually plenty to 
see. About a fifth of those who hit the Falls 
fall out of their boats in the process. 

The Scouts get out of their boats to scout 
the rapid before running it. They gather 
around Krishock, who, using his paddle as 
a pointer, points out the rapid's main fea- 
tures: twisting drops, holes, submerged 
rocks and a large "hydraulic," the move- 
ment of which Krishock compares to that 
of a washing machine. 


ust about anyone 
with a bit of nerve will 
attempt to blunder 
through Nantahala 
Falls.

“Tf anyone wants to sit this one out, say 
so now," Krishock shouts over the sound of 
crashing water and screams from passing 
boaters. But today, courage runs high. 
"This is going to be a good one!" says Art 
Phelps, an adult with Troop 298, who can 
barely hold back his excitement. 

Krishock and another camp counselor, 
Rein van der Louw (“Кеіпдеег” for short), 
grab throw bags and position themselves at 
the base of the rapid. Here they will wait to 
throw rescue lines to any Scouts who take a 
dunking. 1 

In no other rapid is the power of the river 
so apparent. Even those rafters with a defi- 
nite plan of attack soon discover that the 
water in Nantahala Falls has a mind of its 
own—and the muscle power to take a boat 
wherever it wants to. Rafters always get a 
teeth-clenching ride, complete with lapfuls 
of eye-opening, 45-degree water. 

But it is all over before you know it. 
Today, only one Scout falls in, and, having 
been quickly pulled out, even he complains 
that the ride was over too soon. 

Still, hours of sustained excitement have 
taken their toll. After a quick visit to the 
Nantahala Outdoor Center—a nationally 
known outfitter and river-running school— 
the Scouts pile into the bus and head back 
to camp. 

Despite the gorgeous scenery rolling by 
the windows, the rumble of the school bus 
soon lulls most of the Scouts to sleep. The 
bus driver, having brought Scouts here 
many times before, says knowingly, "By 
tomorrow, they'll be ready to do it all 
again." +

liver, is working to get rid of it. But the liver 
works at a steady rate, removing about 
one-half ounce of alcohol per hour. If the 
drinker puts alcohol in his system faster 
than one 12-ounce beer or five ounces of 
wine or one ounce of whiskey every hour, 
his intake outruns his liver’s ability to 
reduce it. Alcohol builds up in the blood- 
stream, and the brain’s control centers 
become more and more depressed. 

Ifa drinker gulps a lot in a short time, his 
legs will collapse, he will start to mumble 
and then pass out. In this stage, he is much 
like a patient who has been put to sleep 
during an operation. The big difference is 
that in an operating room, a medical team 
stands by to see that the patient's breath- 
ing, heart rate and blood pressure do not go 
below danger levels. 

The drinker who “chug-a-lugs’’ alcohol 
can overwhelm the parts of his brain that 
send messages to heart and lungs. He can 
slip into shock and, without help, he may 
die. He has poisoned himself. 

It sounds crazy that more than 13 million 
people in the United States are having 
problems because they drink a colorless 
liquid that poisons them. Yet that is hap- 
pening. Of course, most problem drinkers 
don't drink so much so fast that they have 
to be revived in emergency rooms. Most of 
the time, alcoholic drinkers only suffer 
“hangovers,” the dry, headachy, sick feel- 
ing that comes after the body has struggled 
to overcome the drug. Most alcoholics 
accept this as the price for the early stage 
of "feeling good.” 

For some people, “feeling good” is so 
important that they don’t recognize the 
trouble it causes in their lives. 


TOMMY DOESN'T FEEL 50 
shy when he drinks. He can talk to other 
people. He even feels comfortable talking 
to girls. That feeling of comfort is all he 
thinks he gets from alcohol. He doesn’t see 
that trouble with friends and slipping 
grades are also part of the package. He 
forgets that when the alcohol wears off, he 
is still shy. Alcohol does nothing to change 
his real feelings about himself. 


RALPH ALSO DENIES THAT 
alcohol has caused him any trouble. Acci- 
dents happen to everyone, don’t they? He 
conveniently forgets that it is against the 
law for him to drink at his age. He also 
overlooks the large piece of good luck that 
saved him from getting into serious trouble 
in one accident. 

Ralph says he can “hold” his liquor. He 
thinks his reflexes are so good that alcohol 
does not work on him the way it does on 
other people. He is still acting “normal” 
while other guys are hardly able to walk. 
Ralph doesn't realize that a large capacity 
for alcohol is sometimes a symptom of 
alcoholism. Besides, Ralph insists he can 


quit anytime he wants to. He quits every 
football season. (And starts again after the 
season.) 


ÅND CHUCK “DESERVES TO 
relax” after tough hours in the classroom. 
He considers this his “right” even though 
his style of "relaxing" is costing him the 
respect of his students and other teachers. 
It could even cost him his job if his boss 
finds out. 


ALL THREE or THESE 


drinkers are having trouble with alcohol. 
They may not be sleeping in doorways or 
begging for money, but alcohol is affecting 
the lives of each of them. 

According to the National Council on 
Alcoholism, the future of any alcoholic who 
continues to use alcohol is easy to predict. 
He will have trouble as long as he drinks. 
He will drink even if it means losing his 
driver's license, his job, his family and his 
self-respect. Unless he accepts treatment, 
he will drink until he loses his mental 
powers or his life. 

The thought of such a waste of life would 
be unbearable if it were not for one fact 
about the disease. Alcoholism is treatable. 
Тһеге is always hope for the suffering alco- 
holic and for his family. (For every alco- 
holic, the National Council estimates four 
other persons are affected.) 

No serum or pill can turn an alcoholic 
into a normal drinker, but many programs 
can help an alcoholic halt his rush to 
destruction. He can get alcohol out of his 
life, and learn to live comfortably without 
it. 

At this time, the program of Alcoholics 
Anonymous is the largest and most suc- 
cessful effort to aid alcoholics. A.A., as it is 
known, is a group of alcoholics (about 1.5 
million, worldwide) who are learning how 
to live without alcohol. 

Members who are staying sober in the 
A.A. program are available to help any 
other alcoholic who wants their assistance. 
Sober members offer understanding, hope 
and encouragement to the newcomer. 
There is no charge for membership. A.A. 
advises newcomers that “the only require- 
ment for membership is a desire to stop 
drinking.” It is open to people of all ages. 

In some cases, alcoholics must be hospi- 
talized to be safely sobered up. A longtime 
heavy drinker can sometimes have danger- 
ous physical reactions when he stops 
drinking suddenly. Under a doctor’s care, 
the alcoholic can be given drugs for a short 
period until his body returns to a normal 
condition. This is called “detoxification,” 
which simply means "getting rid of 
poison.” 

Many hospitals combine detoxification 
with stays in alcoholic rehabilitation units 
for a few weeks. During this time the alco- 
holic is given information about alcohol 
and alcoholism and is introduced to other 
programs that can help him stay away from 
alcohol when he is released from the 
hospital. 

Among the programs suggested may be 


Alcoholics Anonymous, private therapy 
with a psychiatrist or psychologist, group 
therapy as a hospital outpatient, and coun- 
seling through religious organizations. 
Some recovering alcoholics may use a com- 
bination of these aids. 

Usually the biggest problem is getting 
the alcoholic into treatment. Often there is 
a long period of denial. Alcoholism is 
sometimes called “the disease of denial,” 
because alcoholics constantly deny that 
drinking alcohol causes them any trouble. 
Problem drinkers often blame their abuse 
of alcohol on outside forces: job pressure, 
family, the state where they live. They look 
on alcohol as the friend that helps ease 
their “problems.” 

This is a particularly hard period for the 
families of alcoholics. They see a loved one 
falling apart because of drinking and 
accusing his family of being part of the 
reason for his collapse. At this stage, an 
alcoholic may force his family into many 
kinds of unhappy behavior, based on his 
alcoholism. 

The alcoholic becomes the center of the 
family. Everyone avoids him, tries to please 
him, tells lies to cover up his lapses, tries to 
keep his illness a secret from people out- 
side the family. All the members of the 
family become victims of the disease. If 
they do not receive help, they will be 
dragged down too. 

For the families of alcoholics, there are 


the Al-Anon Family Groups. Using ideas 
similar to those of Alcoholics Anonymous, 
but not a part of A.A., Al-Anon is for fam- 
ily and friends of alcoholics. Alateen is 
designed for the dependent children of 
alcoholics. These groups help families 
cope with alcoholism and, above all, offer 
the message, “Alcoholism is not your 
fault.” 


WHAT САМ BE DONE то 
help people like Tommy, Ralph and Chuck? 

Tommy is typical of someone in the 
“denial” phase of the disease. 

For Tommy, there may be professional 
counselors in his school system who can 
help with a technique called "interven- 
tion." That is simply a way of saying that 
the counselors will talk to Tommy about 
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his problem, present him with the evidence 
of lost friendships, poor grades and what- 
ever else they can point to that is factual 
and undeniable. With the assistance of 
Tommy's parents and perhaps his friends 
and teachers, they can help him see the 
need to get alcohol out of his life. Once he is 
convinced, he will be more likely to benefit 
from the programs to help alcoholics. 


RALPH млу BE А TOUGHER 
case. He is so successful in sports, it will be 
hard to make him see that alcohol is caus- 
ing him trouble. A trusted coach along 
with school counselors may be able to 
make him see how he is risking his future. 

More important, he endangers his own 
and other lives every time he drives a car 
after he drinks. Drunk driving is the lead- 
ing cause of death among 15-to-24-year- 
olds. More than 5,000 teen-agers a year die 
in drunk driver accidents, and about 
130,000 more are injured. If Ralph won't 
stop drinking, he must be kept off the road. 
Loss of his driving privileges might help 
him think harder about his drinking. 


CHUCK CAN BE BROUGHT UP 
short by his principal. “Stop drinking at 
lunch or find another school” will be the 
message. The principal must cause this 
crisis in Chuck's Ше and stick by it if Chuck 
refuses to cooperate. Either way, Chuck 
will benefit. 


If he stops drinking, and perhaps recog- 
nizes his problem, he may avoid years of 
misery. If he chooses to tell the principal 
off and leave the job, Chuck will always 
know his drinking has been a threat to his 
work life. Sometime in the future, he may 
have to admit he has a problem with 
alcohol. 


ALCOHOLISM IS A VERY 
complicated disease for which there is no 
cure. But there is help. The examples of 
recovering alcoholics in A.A. and else- 
where are evidence that alcoholism can be 
beaten. Many once-hopeless drunks have 
learned to be happy and useful again. 
Many families have learned to survive 
despite an alcoholic in their midst. Sources 
of help and hope are growing every day.

Maybe your patrol has had such disas- 
ters. Preparing a winning skit will be no 
problem next time, or anytime, if you fol- 
low basic showmanship principles. 

First, choose your performance method. 
Each technigue has a special attraction 
that holds audience attention: 

* А humorous sketch uses live” per- 
formers. A punch line ends the routine. 

* In pantomime, silent performers act 
out the story. (A narrator can accompany 
the action by reading the story aloud.) 

* Shadowgraphs are a form of pantomime 
done by shining a bright light behind a 
tightly stretched sheet. Actors perform 
behind the sheet, in front of the light; and 
their shadow silhouettes appear on the 
other side. 

А shadowgraph favorite is a visit to a 
“таа” dentist or doctor. The nutty doc 
operates with outlandish instruments (like 
ice tongs, a shovel or a drill) and removes 
equally ridiculous items from his victim, er, 
patient. You don't need real tools to create 
the silhouettes; cardboard cutouts work 
just as well or better. 

* Human puppets are a sure attention 
getter. The California Scouts on the oppo- 
site page used them to entertain visitors. 

In one skit, a smaller Scout climbs onto 
another Scout's shoulders; they wrap a 
sheet around themselves and become 
“Igor,” a mad scientist's monster. The sci- 
entist commands, "Igor, КІШ” and the 
monster eliminates some attackers bent on 
destroying him. But then the scientist 
turns to the audience, explaining how his 
talented monster always kills upon hearing

the command: "Igor, kill!” Overhearing 
those words, the monster, of course, imme- 
diately knocks off the scientist. 

Troop 175's other skit featured a pint- 
sized human puppet. Through a narrow 
opening between hanging sheets, two 
Scouts combine to form the little guy. One 
Scout supplies the head and "legs" (actu- 
ally his arms, inserted into a pair of pants 
and shoes). Тһе second Scout, operating 
from behind the first, provides hand and 
arm movements. The laughs peak when 
the "littlest Scout" tries to shave (no blade, 
of course). 

Other tips to remember: 

ФА skit has to be the right length. Too 
short, and the audience can't be properly 
set up for the punch line; too long, and 
spectators lose interest. 

* А skit should have surprise. The unex- 
pected is the key to good comedy. It may be 
verbal. (Someone says something that is 
funny because it's in whacky contrast to 
what has gone before.) Or it can be visual. 
(Extreme visual comedy, such as a pie in 
the face, is called "slapstick.") 

A popular visual comedy skit is to intro- 
duce an amazing performer, such as a 
magician or expert marksman. At the 
skit's end, however, it is revealed (in a funny 
way) that a trick was responsible for his 
feats of skill. 

* Jokes are a good source of ideas. Many 
"Think & Grin" winners can be worked 
into one-joke skits. A recent example: 


To earn extra money, a young man went 
from house to house in a wealthy neighborhood 
in search of work. 

One homeowner said he'd like to have his 
porch painted. He told the young man the 
paint and brush were in the garage. 

An hour later the young man announced he 
was finished. "Thank you for the work,” he 
said after he was paid. “And by the way, уои 
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don't have a Porsche; your car is a Ferrari.” 


Of course, you should expand the action 
leading to the punch line. Each performer 
exaggerates his character's behavior. (For 
instance, the young man keeps returning 
from the garage and bothering the home- 
owner with stupid guestions. Each time he 
has more paint splattered on his clothes. 
The homeowner gets more and more 
annoyed,then finally keels over at the 
punch line.) 

* Use a string of quick jokes in a situa- 
tion skit. By combining short jokes from 
Boys' Life and other sources, you can easily 
prepare this kind of skit. For example, 
these recent Boys' Life jokes can be modi- 
fied for a situation called “Тһе Patrol 
Leader and the Tenderfoot." 


Philmont Phil: Was your horse well 
behaved out there? 

City Scout: Sure was. Every time we came 
10 a fence, he let me go over first. 


Eagle Scout: Look, a green snake!

° Speak clearly and loudly. Many first- 
time performers let their voices drop 
toward the end of a sentence, and don't 
pronounce final consonants, especially 
D's, T's, G's and P's. 

Timing is vital; pause before delivering 
punch lines. Let the audience have a sec- 
ond of anticipation before you deliver the 
zinger. 

Good luck on your next skit, or, as they 
say in show biz, break a leg! Ф

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n early April, 1862, the Civil War was less 
than а year old. The only major battle had 
been the Southern victory at Bull Run in 
Virginia the previous July. As winter turned 
to spring, both sides still hoped for quick 
victory. 

To the west, the Union Army of the Tennessee 
under Gen. Ulysses S. Grant moved south in a fleet 
of riverboats up the Tennessee river. At Pittsburg 
Landing, a rustic site near the Tennessee-Missis- 
sippi border, more than 40,000 troops disem- 
barked. The young soldiers were enthusiastic, but 
most had never been in battle. They set up their 
camps jamboree-style throughout about five 
square miles of heavily wooded farmland. More 
than two miles from the landing, Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man's division pitched its tents near a log cabin 
known as Shiloh Church. 

Grant awaited reinforcements—18,000 troops 
from the Union Army of the Ohio. Then he planned 
to attack the 50,000 rebels in the Confederate 
Army of the Mississippi, under Gen. Albert Sidney 
Johnston, at Corinth, Miss., some 15 miles away. 

But Johnston didn't wait for Grant's attack. On 
April 5, after a secret night march through heavy 
rain, the Confederates surprised the Union camp. 

At dawn a battle line of 9,000 men swept out of 
the woods and drove the stunned Union soldiers 
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from their camps in disorder. 

The remnants of Union Gen. Benjamin Pren- 
tiss's division rallied in a sunken road along a 
thickly wooded area. The Confederates suffered 
heavy losses assaulting the surrounded stronghold, 
and nicknamed it the “Hornets' Nest." A thunder- 
ous barrage from 62 cannons finally silenced the 
defenders and forced nearly 2,000 to surrender. 

Their stand bought time for Grant to form a 
defensive line around Pittsburg Landing. Darkness 
fell, and the Confederates prepared for a final 
assault the next morning. 

But during the night, Grant's reinforcements 
arrived. At dawn the Union commander counterat- 
tacked, slowly pushing back the tired Confeder- 
ates. By day's end Grant had recaptured the camp, 
and the Confederates retreated to Corinth. 

Casualties were appalling. More than 23,000 
had been killed, wounded or captured. Gone for- 
ever were any visions of quick and easy victories. 

“Тһе South never smiled again after Shiloh," a 
Southerner later wrote. 

Today Scouts and other hikers can retrace the 
ground so savagely bathed in blood a century ago. 
The Shiloh Military Trail hiking program—some 
seven different hikes—takes you to all key points. 

In 1960, Ттоор 343 (chartered to the Kingsway 
Christian Church, Memphis, Tenn.) created the 


trails. And {һе {тоор continues to provide back- 
ground information; hiking instructions; and color- 
ful patches, pins and medals, and the applications 
for earning them. 

Two hikes are 14-mile historical trails. Others 
feature Civil War artillery, a map-and-compass 
route, and a nature and conservation study. A 20- 
miler re-creates the Confederate march from Cor- 
inth, while another follows the 16-mile trek of 
Union Gen. Lew Wallace's “lost division"—whose 
arrival helped reinforce Grant's line. 

Additional hikes, like the Indian Mounds Trek, 
are especially suited for younger hikers. 

Those completing six specific hikes qualify for a 
Shiloh Veteran Hiker Award. More than 2,500 per- 
sons from 26 different states have earned the 
SVHA since 1960, out of about 500,000 Shiloh 
hikers. 

Troop 59 (pictured here), chartered to Faith 
Lutheran Church, Topeka, Kan., leads all Scout 
units with more than 100 SVHA's. Former Scout- 
master Glenn Anschutz alone has covered some 
400 trail miles during the troop's many visits. 

Shiloh National Military Park is located about 50 
miles east of Memphis. Year-round camping and 
hiking are available. For information, write to Shi- 
loh Military Trail, Inc., Р.О. Box 17507, Memphis 
TN 38187-0507.

killing thousands of dollars worth of live- 
stock. In two nights he killed 66 sheep. 

A few nights later, he was attracted to 
the odors of other wolves around the trail 
he traveled. He didn't know that a govern- 
ment trapper had been there earlier. The 
trapper had splashed wolf scent around the 
area to draw the attention of Three Toes. 
Then he left 14 hidden traps for the wolf 
and Three Toes was finally taken. 

Three Toes made this trapper famous. 
He had done what 150 other men had tried 
but failed to do over the years. Ranchers in 
that section of South Dakota were so 
pleased that they gave the successful trap- 
per a new gold watch for killing old Three 
Toes. 


A wolf cannot 
change his eating 
habits and natural 
instincts just 
because people 
move into his 
territory. 


Another famous wolf lived around Cus- 
ter, S.D., where ranchers claimed he killed 
thousands of dollars worth of their stock. 
They offered a $500 reward for this wolf. A 
government trapper finally took the Custer 
Wolf; but the job took six months, during 
which the trapper did nothing else but try 
to outwit this one, intelligent old wolf. 

These wolves, and others like them, be- 
came outlaws by the standards of people, 
not wolves. The wolf had not changed its 
nature. It had always lived by capturing its 
food. 

Today, there are wolves in only a few 
places in the lower 48 states. Some still run 
wild in northern Minnesota. There may 
also be a few in Wisconsin. There are rare 
reports of wolves in the northern Rocky 
Mountains in Idaho, Montana and 
Wyoming. 

Where there are still wolves, hunters 
sometimes blame them for eating deer, 
moose and caribou, which are the wolves' 
natural wild foods. The wolf cannot change 
its eating habits and switch to other foods 
just because people do not want to share 
with it. 

There are still people who want to kill 
the last of the wolves. But, for me, the 
world is poorer when the wolves are gone. 

Aslong аз we protect the wolves, there is 
always the chance that we may sometime 
hear that haunting voice coming to us on a 
wilderness night. Then, we will know that 
the call of the wild wolf adds excitement to 
the outdoors. Ф

On May 22, the 
Postal Service issued four stamp sheets 
depicting 35 deceased Presidents and the 
White House. They were issued during 
opening day ceremonies at AMERIPEX 
"86, an international stamp show in Rose- 
mont, Ill. 

Тһе 22-cent stamps feature a Presi- 
dent's portrait, signature and the years he 
was in office. Nine such stamps are in each 
miniature stamp sheet, which measure 8 
inches by 4.7 inches. They can be pur- 
chased from the post office only in com- 
plete sets of all four sheets, for $7.92. 

First-time stamp artist Jerry Dadds of 
Baltimore, Md., designed the four sheets. 
He researched hundreds of old paintings,

When | get new stamps, I store them in 
"stock books." These are special albums 
for collectors that have rows of paper 
pockets in which to insert the stamps. 

Other tips for protecting your collection 
are to always shield your stamps from 
direct sunlight, high temperature and 
humidity. Never let them contact adhesive 
tapes, glue or rubber cement. - 

If you mount your stamps with hinges, 
use the minimum moisture needed to hold 
them tightly. If you enclose stamps in a 
transparent mount, it should be large 
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enough for the stamp to fit loosely and to 
admit air.—$5 to Steve Ponciroli, Manches- 
ter, Mo. 


A 14-cent postal card commemorating the 
350th anniversary of the settlement of 
Connecticut was issued April 18 in Hart- 
ford, Conn. The multicolored card depicts 
the arrival of Thomas Hooker and his con- 
gregation of settlers at Hartford in 1836. 


Halley's fever. To date, some 75 countries 
around the world have issued stamps that 
commemorate the return of Halley's 
comet.

Unlike the penny, half dime, dime, quarter, 
half dollar and dollar—all of which were in 
circulation by 1796—the nickel didn't 
appear until 1866, or 70 years later. 

The first 5-cent piece was the "shield" 
type, designed by James Longacre. Its 
obverse had an ornamental Union-style 
shield in the center. Its reverse had 13 stars 
and 13 rays arranged around the number 5. 
The public wasn't too wild about the 
design. Longacre tried to improve it the 
following year by removing the rays. The 
modified version was issued until 1883, 
when the Liberty Head (or “У”) nickel 
came out.—$5 to Wesley Griffith Jr., Oxford, 
Mich.

Remember that movie film moves 
through a camera at a normal speed of 24 
frames per second. In one frame, I saw the 
worm sinking past the bass's nose, about 
one foot away. In the next frame, the worm 
had disappeared inside the bass's mouth. It 
takes us about one-sixteenth of a second to 
blink! 

Without moving, in less than one 
twenty-fourth of a second, the bass had 
inhaled the worm. Here's how. By opening 
its mouth and simultaneously flaring its 
gills, the bass creates a powerful suction 
which, literally, causes the worm to jump 
into its mouth. 

By the time the tug of that worm move- 
ment is transmitted up the line and into 
your rod hand, your time for setting the 
hook already is running out. The quicker 
you react and set the hook properly, the 
greater your chance to hook the bass. The 
longer the period of time between the 
pickup and the hook-setting, the less your 
chances are of landing a big one. 


Yes, I know you will meet bass fisher- 
men who count to "five" or “10” before 
setting the hook, after they feel the pickup. 
And they catch bass. There are times 
when a bass will swim around with the 
worm for surprisingly long periods... 
when no matter what you do, you can't 
miss. 

Believe me, these are the exceptions, not 
the rule. I have yet to see a professional 
bass fisherman who doesn't set the hook as 
soon as possible after detecting the pickup. 
And here is the proper way to set the hook. 

It took me two days, two sore arms and 
an aching back, setting the hook repeat- 
edly on a glass bass with a built-in tensio- 
meter to register the poundage/efficiency 
of my hook-setting, to determine the most 
efficient procedure. 

First, lower the rod tip and rapidly reel 
all slack out of the line. Point the rod tip 
toward the bass; place your right hand on 
the rod handle below the left hand, which is 
close to the reel. As you pull toward you 
with the left hand, push away from you 
with the right hand. It's much the same 
wrist motion that is used to drive a golf ball 
or hit a baseball. 

What you are after is speed in the rod

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tip. And a good way to practice this is to 
have a buddy stand about 30 feet distant, 
with your line wrapped around his hand 
and his arm relaxed at his side. Then, see 
how fast and high you can move his hand 
when you "set the hook." He'll be able to 
tell you when your efficiency improves. 

How to Play and Land Bass: Once a bass is 
hooked, if it is a large опе, it is necessary to 
play it out, or fatigue it, before attempting 
to land it. You do this by keeping tension in 
your line and a bend in your rod tip, which 
should be held high overhead throughout 
the fight. 

Тһе drag on your reel should be set tight 
enough so that your rod tip bends slightly 
as the fish takes line. Do not reel while a 
fish takes line against the drag because 
this will put twists in the line of a spinning, 
or spin casting reel, causing problems. 

Let the fish take line until it slows down, 
then regain that line by pumping the bass 
toward you by raising the rod from horizon- 
tal to overhead. As you lower the rod tip to 
horizontal, reel rapidly to take up the slack 
in the line. Don't reel against a tight line; 
this is how many big bass gain enough 
leverage to break free. 

When the bass is sufficiently fatigued to 
allow you to lead it to you, you can drag it 
onto shore if fishing afoot. In a boat, either 
use a landing net; or slide your fingers 
inside the gill slit nearest the jaw, lay your 
thumb over the rim of the lower jaw, clamp 
tightly and lift it into the boat. 

About Plastic Worm Colors: I have saved 
this until last because it is one of the mys- 
teries of regularly catching bass on the 
plastic worm. So, let's look at the record for 
guidance. 

I contacted the major manufacturers of 
plastic worms, asking them which are the 
six best-selling colors nationally. Here's the 
way they shook out: purple, blue, black, 
red, motor oil (greenish) and brown. Isn't 
that interesting? The last color is brown, 
which is the closest to a worm. 

The mystery is, why do basses' prefer- 
ences for worm colors change at intervals 
through a day's fishing? Only the bass 
know and they aren't talking. So the trick 
is to let the bass tell you which color they 
want by changing colors after you have 
made 10 casts without a pickup. There 
may be colors other than the top six which 
are better in your area. Ask good fisher- 
men which they prefer. Also notice which 
colors are stocked in greater numbers at 
local fishing tackle stores. 

Another mystery: Why is the plastic 
worm a better bass-catching lure in the 
South, where fishing can be done the year 
around, than in the North, where ice 
covers the lakes during winter? Possibly it 
has something to do with the food chain, 
but no one really knows. 

But, the fact remains that the plastic 
worm still is the all-time-best-bass-catch- 
ing artificial lure. And I believe you will 
agree, after you've spent enough time fish- 
ing it. Once you acquire the "feel," I pre- 
dict you will get hooked right along with 
the bass! №
